The Southwestern Sun Carnival Association, a non-profit 
corporation, was established early in the year 1935 by the 
Service Clubs of El Paso, Texas, and is purely cultural and 
educational in its purpose. Its objects were first to institute 
and perpetuate the Southwestern Sun Carnival, in which the 
people of West Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and Old Mexico 
could co-operate and participate, thus bringing about and 
cementing a closer and better social relationship among 
the citizens of this section; second, to inaugurate and 
produce a parade, educational in character, in which all 
cities, towns, colleges, schools, industries and mercantile 
establishments in this section could be represented, to be 
held in conjunction with the Sun Carnival in E] Paso on 
each New Year's Day; and third, to promote the Sun Bowl 
football game as a means of obtaining national publicity as 
well as developing high class gridiron entertainment in the 
southwestern area. 


It has long been felt by many citizens of the great south- 
.West that we are living in a more or less forgotten spot, in 
spite of the fact that we have the most varied and beautiful 
scenery, the oldest historical background in the United 
States, the most equable and sunny climate, affording the 
greatest opportunity for year-round sports. 


SUN PARADE 


The beautiful Sun Parade has been discontinued for the 
duration and will be resumed after victory and all war 
restrictions have been relinquished. 


THE SUN BOWL GAME 


The people of the southwest are justly proud of their fine 
colleges and universities which have played such an impor- 
tant part in developing this area intellectually, physically 
and socially. We are fortunate in that our children may be 
educated ‘‘at home” in our perfect climate, and we feel that 
these colleges and their healthy environment should be 
brought more and more to the attention of the other sec- 
tions of the United States. 

Today’s game will be the first in which a border confer- 
ence team will not appear as the home team. By mutual 
agreement, after Pearl Harbor, the arrangements between 
the border conference and the Southwestern Sun Carnival 
Association were suspended for the duration. Our relation- 
ship with the border conference will be resumed after 
victory.

National University of Mexico 


The first University of Mexico was founded by royal order 
of Charles V of Spain in 1551 and inaugurated by the Second 
Viceroy of New Spain on January 25, 1553. The courses 
began on June 3, 1553. At first, classes were held in the 
royal palace and later in houses of the various religious 
orders. The cornerstone of the earliest building was laid on 
June 29, 1584, on a piece of land which faced the Plaza del 
Volador and which had been purchased with funds especially 
provided for that purpose by the Council of Mexico City. 
The building was to be one of the most striking in town on 
account of its magnificent proportions and great. beauty of 
design. 

Up to 1775, 1,162 students had obtained their Doctor's and 
25,822 their Bachelor’s degree. Many of these people rose 
to fame both in their own country and in Spain. The old 
“Royal and Pontifical University of Mexico” remained open 

“after the achievement of Independence in 1821, but in 1865 
it was suppressed and remained closed for some time. 

The present University was reestablished on September 22, 
1910, in accordance with a decree passed by Congress in May 
of the same year, 

The University at present consists of about 16 schools, 
departments and branches. The Summer School accepts both 
undergraduate and graduate students and its credits are 
aecepted throughout the United States,

The huge living room, with 
its open fireplace, provided an ideal informal meet- 
ing place for students, 

But when the Navy announced, on February 28, 
1943, that Southwestern was the first college in the 
Southwest to be selected for Navy V-12 training, 
rapid changes were necessarily made. Laura Kuy- 
kendall Hall became, on the first of July, U, S. S. 
Kuykendall, housing enlisted personnel and offices 
for the Ship’s Company. The living room became 
the “main deck,” and other parts of the building 
were properly designated with the appropriate naval 
terminology, 

Young women were housed in historic Moody 
Hall, after it had undergone a complete change- 
over from a men’s dormitory to become a most dis- 
tinctive women’s dormitory. 

Fraternity houses were acquired to serve as quar- 
ters for young men, and a downtown hotel was 
purchased by the University and converted into a 
dormitory for men, 

The Fine Arts studios and: practice rooms were 
moved into the Educational Building of First Meth- 
odist Church. 

With the heavy science requirements of the V-12 
Program, it became necessary to add severa) mem- 
bers to the faculty, and to enlarge the facilities of 
lecture rooms and laboratories. 

These necessary changes were effected between 
the closing of the Spring semester and the opening 
of the 104th Session July 1. In the meantime, the 
Central Texas Methodist Youth Assembly, and the 
Southwestern Pastors’ School both held their annual 
meeting on the campus.
